Issued Claim 1 contains, at line 15, which line corresponds to 
Col. 55, line 34 of U.S. Patent No. 7,490,048, an erroneous 
underscore ( "_" ) between "notification" and "report". No such 
underscore is present in pending Claim 1 provided in 
Applicant's Amendment, filed September 26, 2008. Applicant 
submits herewith a copy of pages 3 and 4 of the Amendment, 
filed September 26, 2 008, which contains pending Claim 1, 
which issued as Claim 1 in U.S. Patent No. 7,490,048. It is 
noted that, in the pertinent portion of pending Claim 1, at 
line 15 of page 3 of the Amendment, filed September 26, 2008,

there is no underscore ( "_" ) between "notification" and 
"report" . Applicant respectfully submits that the erroneous 
insertion of the underscore ( "_" ) between "notification" and 
"report" was the result of Office mistake, and Applicant 
respectfully requests correction of the above Office mistake. 

Regarding issued Claim 2, at line 6, Applicant 
respectfully submits that a comma (",") was erroneously 
deleted between the words "patient" and "wherein" in issued 
Claim 2, and that this error was the result of Office mistake. 
Claim 2 corresponds to pending Claim 50 which Claim 50 is 
contained in Applicant's Amendment, filed September 26, 2008, 
at pages 4-6. It is noted that, in the pertinent portion of 
pending Claim 50 at line 2 of page 5 of the Amendment, filed 
September 26, 2008, there is a comma (",") between "patient" 
and "wherein" . Applicant respectfully submits that the 
erroneous deletion of the comma (",") between "patient" and 
"wherein" was the result of Office mistake, and Applicant 
respectfully requests correction of the above Office mistake. 

Regarding issued Claim 20, at line 44, Applicant 
respectfully submits that a comma (",") was erroneously 
inserted between the words "request" and "and" in issued Claim 
20, and that this error was the result of Office mistake. 
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Claim 2 0 corresponds to pending Claim 68 which Claim 68 is 
contained in Applicant's Amendment, filed September 26, 2008, 
at pages 18-21. It is noted that, in the pertinent portion of 
pending Claim 68 at line 6 of page 2 0 of the Amendment, filed 
September 26, 2008, there is no comma (",") between "request" 
and "and" . Applicant respectfully submits that the erroneous 
insertion of a comma (",") between "request" and "and" was the 
result of Office mistake, and Applicant respectfully requests 
correction of the above Office mistake. 

Applicant submits herewith a Form PTO/SB/44 (Form PTO 
1050) with Applicant's proposed corrections for each of issued 
Claims 1, 2, and 20. 

With regards to Claim 1, Applicant respectfully 
proposes that the above-identified mistake in Claim 1 be 
corrected by changing "notif ication_report" to "notification 
report" so as to delete the erroneous underscore ( "_" ) at line 
15 of Claim 1, which corresponds to Column 55, line 34 of U.S. 
Patent No. 7,490,048. In this regard, Applicant proposes 
that Column, 55, line 34, be corrected by changing 
"notif ication_report" to "notification report" . 
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With regards to Claim 2, Applicant respectfully 
proposes that the above-identified mistake in Claim 2 be 
corrected by changing "individual or patient wherein" to 
"individual or patient, wherein" so as to insert a comma (",") 
after "patient" at line 6 of Claim 2, which corresponds to 
Column 55, line 55 of U.S. Patent No. 7,490,048. In this 
regard, Applicant proposes that Column 55, line 55, be 
corrected by changing "individual or patient wherein" to 
"individual or patient, wherein" . 

With regards to Claim 20, Applicant respectfully 
proposes that the above- identified mistake in Claim 20 be 
corrected by changing "request, and identification" to 
"request and identification" so as to delete the comma (",") 
after "request" at line 44 of Claim 20, which corresponds to 
Column 60, line 29 of U.S. Patent No. 7,490,048. In this 
regard, Applicant proposes that Column 60, line 29, be 
corrected by changing "request, and identification" to 
"request and identification" . 

Applicant hereby authorizes and respectfully requests' 
the Office of Patent Publications to prepare any necessary 
document (s) for, and to issue a Certificate of Correction for, 
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U.S. Patent No. 7,490,048 which corrects the above-identified

a transmitter, wherein the transmitter transmits the 
notification report to a patient communication device of the 
patient via, on, or over, a communication network, and further 
wherein the notification report is transmitted to the patient 
communication device at least one of during, concurrently 
with, at a same time as, and prior to a completion of, at 
least one of an accessing, an obtaining, a changing, an 
altering, and a modifying, of the information contained in a 
patient's healthcare record or a patient's healthcare file by 
the individual or entity, or at least one of during, 
concurrently with, at a same time as, and prior to a 
completion of, a processing of the request.

transmitting the message to a communication device of 
the individual or patient via, on, or over, a communication 
network, wherein the message is transmitted to the 
communication device of the individual or patient at least one 
of during, concurrently with, at a same time as, and prior to 
a completion of, at least one of an accessing, an obtaining, a 
changing, an altering, and a modifying, of the information 
contained in an individual's or patient's healthcare record or 
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an individual's or patient's healthcare file by the person or 
the entity, or at least one of during, concurrently with, at a 
same time as, and prior to a completion of, a processing of 
the request to at least one of access, obtain, change, alter, 
and modify, the information contained in an individual's or 
patient's healthcare record or an individual's or patient's 
healthcare file.

access, obtain, change, alter, and modify, the information 
contained in an individual's or patient's healthcare record or 
an individual's or patient's healthcare file.

healthcare payer, a healthcare insurer, and an authorized 
entity, and information regarding a designated purpose for 
allowing each of the at least one of a healthcare provider, a 
healthcare payer, a healthcare insurer, and an authorized 
entity, to at least one of access, obtain, change, alter, and 
modify, the information contained in an individual's or 
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patient's healthcare record or an individual's or patient's 
healthcare file, wherein the designated purpose is at least 
one of to perform a diagnosis, to perform a diagnosis for a 
certain ailment, illness, or symptom, to provide a second 
opinion, to verify or disprove a condition or a pre-existing 
condition, to submit an insurance claim, and to process an 
insurance claim; 

storing the information regarding a restriction or 
limitation regarding an ability of a person or an entity to at 
least one of access, obtain, change, alter, and modify, the 
information contained in an individual's or patient's 
healthcare record or an individual's or patient's healthcare 
file;

information regarding the person or the entity making the 
request and identification information regarding the person or 
the entity making the request, and further wherein the message 
contains an actual change, alteration, or modification, made 
to the information contained in an individual's or patient's 
healthcare record or an individual's or patient's healthcare 
file; and 

transmitting the message to a communication device of 
the individual or patient via, on, or over, a communication 
network, wherein the message is transmitted to the 
communication device of the individual or patient at least one 
of during, concurrently with, at a same time as, and prior to
